WHEN  REPORTING  OFFICER  ARRIVED,  THE  BLACK  DOG  WAS  RUNNING  AT  LARGE  WITHOUT  A  LEASH  OR  COLLAR  IN  THE  FRONT  YARD  OF 
4-19  OH  A  RING  CROSS  ROAD.  AFTER  SPEAKING  WITHflllHp  REPORTING  OFFICER  PULLED  AWAY  TO  REPOSITION  HIS  PATROL 
VEHICLE.  THE  DOG  CHASED  THE  PATROL  VEHICLE,  BARKING  AND  GROWLING  AGGRESSIVELY.
